XJy friend did not know their destination but he told me that the men 
were grumbling and regretted their decision to volunteer* The very rigorous training 
was one cause of their complaints* but their particularly bitter objection was the 
extremely current rumor among them that they wer© scheduled to depart for Korea* My 
friend did not know the basis for this rumors he only knew that the men seemed con- 
vxneed that. they would be shipped to Korea* He did not mention the size of this

His brother 25X1 
stated that he was in a very unenviable position and that they would 
very likely not see each other again.
